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FRUIT GROWERS ‘ 
WANT PROTECTION. 


The Vernon, B.C., News, in discuss- 
ing the Farmers’ Party, has some 


- very pertinent remarks to make re- 


garding the general trend of the far- 
mers of the prairie provinces towards 
free trade. This does not suit the 
fruit growers of B.C. They do not, 
want to see their young promising in- 
dustry swamped by inferior fruit from 
across the line. They want the same 
chance to live and to make good that 
other industries of Canada have had. 
In order to successfully co-ordinate 
their efforts with those of the farmers 
of other provinces, says the News, -it 
has been held advisable by some of 
the executive of the ‘United Farmers 
of B.C. that their organizations should 
be linked up officially with the Dom- 
inion Council of Agriculture, which 
is the offspring of the associated 
farmers of the prairies and the east- 
ern provinces. The path to such an 
-affiliation between British Columbia 
farmers and those living east of the 
Rockies is, however, blocked by a 
very serious obstacle. The Dominion 
Council of Agriculture has made its 
position very plain regarding €He 
tariff. It pronounces emphatically in 
favor of free trade principles, and 
advocates reciprocity in natural pro- 
ducts with the United States. Mr. 
Crerar, the leader of the Farmers’ Par- 
ty in the Dominion Parliament, recent- 
ly made himself very clear on this 
point, and sated in the plainest pos- 
sible terms that his Party stood for 
sweeping away the protection afford- 
ed the fruit growing business by abol- 
ishing the duty on apples. It goes 
without saying that such a policy will 
meet with scant favor among the far- 
mers of this province, and will, we 
imagine, stand effectively in the way 


of any closer union between the agri- 
cultuists of British Columbia and 
the wheat growers of the prairies. 

{ We have, by!the way, always consid- 
‘ered these prairie grain growers about 
as inconsistent a body of men as can 
,be found in the Dominion. One mo- 
ment they may be heard demanding 
the abolition of tariffs, despite the fact 
that they have no alternative policy 
to suggest whereby the necessary 
revenue to meet the heavy obligations 
of our national war debt and to carry 
on the current expenditures of our 
country can be obtained. The next 
moment they demand (and so far haye 
obtajned) the highest measure of pro- 
tection ever afforded an industry in 
this or any other country when they 
have the. price of wheat maintained 
by government control. The prairie 
farmer who does not grow grain rais- 


es stock, and here again he stands in 


no need of protection, the price of 
beef being fixed by the world’s. mar- 
kets, and the supply never exceeding 
the demand. It seems hopeless to 
reconcile this class to the views re- 
garding the necessity of a protective 
tariff on fruit and vegetables, which 
has worked so greatly to the advan- 
tage of the British Columbia farmer 
and horticulturist. 

Under these circumstances, it seems 
hardly possible that any very close 
alliance can be formed for political 
purposes between the farmers of this 
province and those to the east of the 
Rocky Mountains. This, however, 
does not debar the farmer in British 
Columbia from taking an active part 
in public affairs, and it is not unlike- 
ly that in the next Provincial and 
Dominion elections a very consider- 
able number of the candidates will 
range themselves under the banner of 
the United Farmers.

A GOOD WORD FOR THE SENATE 


While the commons has been debat- 
ing the Budget, says the Ottawa Jour- 
nal, the Upper House has been having 
a stormy discussion about a clause in 
the Immigration Act which gives the 
Minister of Immigration power to 
seize British born Reds or agitators 
and summarily deport them without 
trial. The senate is supposed to be a 
place where a number of octogenarian 
gentlemen while away an hour or so 
each day in thoughtless meditation 
upon legislation sent in by the com- 
mons. In reality it is nothing of the 
kind. It is a much more aggressive, 
more experienced, and more intellec- 
tual body than the Commons. Its 
speecinos are more lueid, logical and 
compact than those of the Lower 
House; its members combine a higher 
average of legislative capacity; and 
above all, it has more independence. 
Thus, this week when the government 
through Senator Robertson, Minister 
of Labor, proposed to repeal the depor- 
tation clauses mentioned, it encounter- 
ed a storm of non-partizan criticism.

NEWS WEEKLY SERMON 


By Rev. G. D. Armstrong 


\ 

Then answered Amos, “I am not a 
prophet, neither am | a prophet's son; 
but | am an herdman and a gatherer 
of sycamore fruit; and the Lord took 
me as | followed the flock, and the 
Lord said unto me, Go, prophecy unto 
my people Israel. Amos 7:14, 15. 

The work of the prophet Amos 
marks a distinct era in the history of 
religious thought in Israel. This 
independent farmer was keenly inter. 
ested in the changes that were tak- 
ing place around him and_ severely 
criticized these tendencies in the 
life of the nation which were making 
for its downfall. 

He indtgnantly refused to be called 
a prophet, since the business of the 
prophet had become professional and 
these tvachars .were no longer 
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‘The: teaching of Amos marked the 
beginning of the:idea that God is ‘not 
a mere tribal:diety, but the moral-rul- 
er of ‘all nations. on 

: The work of*Amos indicates also 
the democratic ‘spirit in the religious 
life- of -Israel..: His .call.to prophecy 
came ‘to hfm*‘not; because of any class 
relationship or social distinction which 
hé‘enjoyed,, but because he, had a 
really vital message for'the people of 
his ‘uay. ‘Insight into the problems 
which confront us -and the ability to 
express what one ‘sees’ is the essential 
qualification ofa prophet in any age. 

There are some features in ‘the 
farmers: movement in Alberta, and in 
the leadership of its President, H. W. 
Wood, which’ remind us of the work 
of the ancient farmer prophet. While 
he steadfastly refuses to consider the 
farmers’ movement as other than a 
purely social movement, and constant- 
ly disclaims the office of preacher, the 
stirring appeal which he made to the 
churches for.leadership and the ob- 
servance of-Farmers’ Sunday, as well 
as the deeply religious tone of his 
public uttérances, indicate his deep 
interest in’ the establishment of the 
rule of God-in human affairs. 

While knowing nothing of the early 
life and training of this leader, we 
can easily suppose that his present 
attitude is due to a reaction from a 
harrow and stereotyped form of 
church life, which during the past 
few years has become more positive 
and constructive. Men grow away 
and revolt from institutions which fail 
to meet the needs of an expanding age, 
but they cannot rest eontent in 
revolt—they must, in the very nature 
of things, reconstruct their faith in 
an organization which is more suited 
to their growing needs. 

The emphasis which Mr. Wood plac- 
es upon the teaching of Jesus in the 
Sermon on the Mount and upon the 
Lord’s Prayer as the “only prayer He 
ever taught His disciples,” and the 
oft-expressed conviction that Jesus 
alone holds the solution for the 
world’s ‘problems, show his deep loy- 
alty to the essential principles of the 
christian religion, 

His frank and fearless expression of 
his personal beliefs have given his 
leadership in the farmers’ movement 
a.very distinctive quality, and has 
placed what otherwise would .be a 
purely class movement in the fore- 
front of the organized forces ‘which 
are making for a better social order. 

Mr. Wood’s philosophy of life is 
very clearly his own. He has thought 
his way through tle problems which 
have forced themselves upon his 
mind, and hag unified his thinking in- 
to what may be termed a social “plan 
of salvation.” 

In so doing he has been able to 
express the inherent ideals and aspir- 
ations of the farmers and (to use a 
word constantly upon his lips) to 
mobilize these forces into a very 
effective organization. 

Whatever may be the final result of 
this movement, there is no doubt that 
at the present time it is making a 
very real contribution to the cause of 
moral and religious reform. 

If the spirit of independent en- 
quiry, the sanity of judgment, and the 
devotion to high ideals of citizen- 
ship, which find expression in such 
leadership, can be infused into every 
member of this organization, we shall 
not lack the essential qualities of ‘a 
true democracy. : 

Every prophecy has its. limitations, 
and in our judgment it is a fallacy to 
assume that the remedy of all of our

Calgary, Friday, June 11. 


Cattle 

Weather conditions have been the 
factor in maintaining the cattle pric- 
es on their spring level for a longer 
period than usual this year, but: the 
break which was anticipated last week 
came ‘during the present week at the 
Calgary yards and there is a drop of 
at least a couple of dpllars a hundred 
on beef. Choice steers are from $13 
to $14.50; good butchers $11.50 to 
$12.50; choice cows and heifers $11.50 
to $13.50 and the good butchers $10 
to $11.50. Bulls are not in demand 
and few are worth over $8. Veal 
receipts light and choice calves worth 
around $14.50. Stockers and feeders 
have shared in the drop and _ feeders 
are from $9 to $10.50 and _ stocker 
steers $8 to $9 and heifers and cows 
$7 to $8; cows and calves also about 
$8. Prospects on beef are poor, as 
packers have a high priced beef on 
hand which they are going to get rid 
of before they buy much more. 

Hogs 

Thursday the Calgary hog prices 
broke badly in line with al] the other 
Canadian markets and the price drop- 
ped to $19.50. This morning there 
were also a few loads on hand and 
they sold at $19.00. 

Packers started their efforts at 
cheaper hog buying at Edmonton on 
Monday, and the bid then was reduc- 
ed to $19.50, though local butchers 
were willing to pay more and some 
3ales were made during the week at 
$20; however, it is believed that lev- 
els of from $19 to $19.50 will be 
rcached and the market placed in 
line with other yards.
